The Alabama State Troopers 
investigated 190 rural traffic 
accidents with 101 injuries and 
14 fatalities from 6:00 p.m. 
Friday through 12 midnight 
Sunday. These fatalities oc- 
curred 4 in Tallapoosa, 2 in 
Houston and Elmore and | each 
in Tuscaloosa, Pike, Coosa, 
Cullman, Winston and Montgo- 
mery County. 

These accidents bring the 
number of people killed in rural 
traffic accidents in Alabama 
this year to 480 compared with 
466 during the same period 
of time last year for an in- 
crease of 14 fatalities. 

Troopers of the Dothan Dis- 
trict investigated 13 rural traf- 
fic accidents with 7 injuries and 
3 fatalities during this period.

First Half 
Earnings 


The Dorsey Corporation 
(NYSE), a leading manufac- 
turer of glass and plastic con- 
tainers and cargo trailers, to- 
day reported sales and earn- 
ings for the second quarter and 
six months ended June 30, 
1972. 

Net sales inthe second quar- 
ter rose to $30,792,000 from 
$25,521,000 a year ago. Net 
earnings in the latest three 
months totaled $1,452,000, or 
$.48 per share on a fully di- 
luted basis compared with 
$1,369,000 or $.47 per share 
in 1971. 

For the six months ended 
June 30, net sales in the 1972 
period rose to $57,897,000 
from the $45,223,000 record- 
ed a year earlier. Net in- 
come increased to $2,525,000 
or $.83 per share on a fully 
diluted basis, from $2,212,000 
or $.76 per share in 1971. 

In commenting on the re- 
sults, Herbert L. Oakes, presi- 
dent, noted that all operating 
divisions contributed to the 
28 per cent increase in six 
months sales. “From a pro- 
fit standpoint,” he said, “earn- 
ings of our plastic container 
and cargo trailer divisions 
showed increases over the pre- 
vious year. We continued to 
experience some production 
problems in our glass con- 
tainer operation, but we feel 
that the corrective steps which 
have been taken, in addition 


to recently improved prices,’ 


will produce higher earnings 
for this division in the second 
half of the year.”

Permit Needed 


For Child 
Care Centers 


All persons who care for 
other people’s children in their 
home during the day or night 
and mothers who must plan 
for child care while they are 
at work were reminded today 
by Pensions and Security Dir- 
ector, Lucile C. McMinn, that 
all family day care homes are 
required by law to be licensed 
by the Department of Pensions 
and Security. 

“We urge those offering care 
to secure a license and those 
seeking care for their children 
to use only homes that are 
licensed.” Mrs, McMinn ex- 
plained. , 

She pointed out that the 
license is free, and that it 
is a protection to the mother 
who leaves her child every day 
to the one who keeps him, 
and to the community itself. 
Requirements for alicenseare 
relatively simple, Mrs. Mc- 
Minn added, explaining that 
the home must be free from 
health and fire hazards, with 
adequate space for the number 
of children cared for, that 
the person or persons in the 
home have no communicable 
disease, and that the care given 
the child will be satisfactory. 

Coffee County now has sev- 
eral licensed family day care 
homes, (but others are needed), 
the Director added. She re- 
quested also that persons in- 
terested in securing a license 
contact her department and 
urged mothers not to risk leav- 
ing their children where there 
is not the protection of a li- 
cense. 

According to Mrs. McMinn, 
family day care can be licen- 
sed for varying number of 
children, depending on the 
number a particular home can 
handle. These family homes 
are especially useful for in- 
fants and handicapped children 
and in areas where there is no 
day care center. 

She concluded by emphasiz- 
ing that it is a violation of 
Alabama law for any person 
to receive pay to care for 
children not related to him or 
her during the day or over- 
night unless that, person has 
a license from the Department 
of Pension and Security. 

Mrs. McMinn urges all per- 
sons caring for unrelated ch- 
ildren in their home to contact 
the Coffee County Department 
of Pensions and Security by 
letter or telephone (897-2865) 
in order that consideration may 
be given to licensing the home 
in accordance with legal leg- 
requirements that such homes 
shall be licensed.

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PLANTS FIGHT AIR 
POLLUTION 

Although air is our most 
valuable and irreplaceable re- 
source, air pollution isa major 
problem today. Every urban 
resident is aware of the crisis 
of air pollution. And an in- 
creasing number of rural 
people are learning of its 
menace, 

An average person inhales 
and exhales about 23,000 times 
a day, taking in a daily total 
of 35 pounds of oxygen -- the 
life giving element in the air 
we breathe. 

Men’s sole source of oxygen 
is plant life. Trees, shrub- 
bery, grasses and flowers on 
land and vegetables in the sea 
provide us with this vital ele- 


ment, It all happens throu hout 
a process called photo- 
synthesis. 


Basically, photosynthesis is 
the process by which plants 
absorb carbon dioxide, convert 
it into food aud release oxy- 
gen. Without photosynthesis 
there would be no oxygen in 
the air and no pure water. 

So plant life is one of Am- 
erica’s most important wea- 
pons in the fight for a healthy 
environment. * Plants fight the 
tons of pollutants released into 
the air by cars, factories and 
airplanes. 

States and cities can fight 
pollution by planting stands of 
trees or thick shrubbery along 
freeways, on highways and in 
congested areas. Homeowners 
can create their own oxygen 
producing factories by planting 
trees or thick shrubbery alon 
yards to offset the harmfu 
air flowing from freeways and 
areas of congested population 
or industry

CANNED TOMATOES 

When groups of homemakers 
get together, very often the sub- 
ject of canning or freezing 
comes up for discussion. Can- 
ning tomatoes was one of the 
subjects under discussion at a 
meeting I recently attended 
Some homemakers put their 
tomatoes in a water-bath, some 
did not 

Canned tomatoes need to be 
processed in a boiling water- 
bath canner to (1) Make a good 
seal on the jar; (2) kill mold 
which may have gotten in the 
jar while it was being filled; 
and (3) remove air that was 
left in the headspace at the top 
of the jar 
REFRIGERATOR ODORS 

Odors caused by spoiled food 
are often hard to remove from 
freezers and refrigerators. 

f you have tried scrubbing 
the refrigerator with baking 
soda and water and that failed 
there are several other meth- 
ods that will work. 

If the odor persists, use a 
bow! of ammonia and water -- 
one cup of ammonia to a gallon 
of water. Put the bowl in the 
refrigerator and leave it ser- 
veral hours, Remove the bowl 
and wash again with a soda and 
water solution. 

You can use dry heat to re- 
move an odor. But you can’t 
use it if there is plastic in- 
side your unit. Many refri- 
gerators have plastic that isn’t 
removable but few freezers 
do. 

Put a small heater in the 
refrigerator. Let it stay until 
the inside walls feel warm. 
Remove the heater. Put in a 
small fan and let it blow until 
the walls are cool to touch. 
Repeat this heating process 
and cooling process until the 
odor is gone. 

A tray of several charcoal 
placed in the freezer will help 
absorb any refrigerator odor 
But if you can wait, most o- 
dors will disappear on their 
own in time.

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“Greatest Show 
on Earth? 


Day after day after day in a Los 
Angeles courtroom, an elderly 
gentleman sat attentively in a 
back row seat. He had no stake 
in any of the cases, He knew none 
of the participants. But when 
asked why he was there, he had 
a ready reply: 

“Because this is the greatest 
show on earth,” 

Courtroom scenes do provide 
the central drama in countless 
movies, plays, and television pro- 
grams. Yet, surprisingly few peo- 
ple go to see the real thing. Unless 
highly publicized, trials often take 
place with no spectators at all. 


Why don’t more people visit 
courtrooms? Perhaps they feel re- 
luctant to “‘listen in” on the pri- 
vate lives of others, 

But in the eyes of the law, the 
anonymous spectator, far from 
intruding, actually plays a useful 
role in our scheme of justice. It 
is his very anonymity that makes 
him effective. Judges, lawyers, 
Witnesses, and jurors, not knowing 
who the stranger might be, have 
an extra incentive to be con- 
scientious. 

People may also be court-shy 
because they just do not realize 
how remarkably open our courts 
are. The United States Supreme 
Court once observed: 

“We have been unable to find 
a single instance of a criminal 
trial conducted (in secret) in any 
federal, state, or municipal court 
during the history of this coun- 
try.” 

True, access may occasionally 
be limited for some special rea- 
son: (o prevent overcrowding, to 
keep order, to protect children. 

But as a rule, you may walk 
into a court as freely as into a 
church, with no one at the door 
to check your name or ask your 
business. When the judge in a 
murder trial ordered that “re- 
spectable citizens only” would be 
admitted to the courtroom, his 
order was thrown out by an ap- 
pellate court as ‘‘preposterous.” 

Of course, around Law Day 
each May many people do go to 
court to watch justice in action. 
But the courts are just as open 
(and just as interesting) all year 
long. In a sense, that is what Law 
Day is all about.

10 persons who live to an ad-

vanced age had blood relatives 
who lived to be 80 or older. 
The ages of your mother and 
father, aunts and uncles, and 
grandparents will provide you 
with some indication as to wh- 
ether you are on your way to 
a long life. 
Work 

The best things in life, in- 
cluding life itself, are not free. 
The people who live fourscore 
or more years like to work 
and they make it an important 
part oftheir lives. They bounce 
out of bed in the morning 
greeting each day asa welcome 
challenge. They're  enthu- 
Siastic about tasks that may 
seem routine or boring to 
most of us, and they usually 
get along well with there co- 
workers. Most authorities 
agree it’s a good sign if you 
tend to view work problems 
in terms of solutions, rather 
than in terms of problems. 
Composure 

Composure, or emotional 
control, contributes to long- 
evity. A person possesses 
this quality “keeps his cool” 
when his son wrecks the family 
car, will not panic when his

Dear Senator Sparkman: What 
is the possibility of creating 
an organization similar to the 
old Civilian Conservation 
Corps which would provide jobs 
and at the same time be pro- 
ductive?

Schools taking part inthe lunch 
and breakfast program. In fact, 
only one Alabama School does 
not take part in the program. 
During the recently completed 
school year, from September 
1971, until June, 1972, these 
Alabama schools served al- 
most 100 million meals -- 
averaging 600,000 each and evy- 
ery school day. Of these, 
more than 38 million were 
provided free and another thr- 
ee and a half million were 
at reduced prices. 

Alabama school authorities 
tell me that the school meal 
program in our state will grow 
between six and ten percent 
during the coming school year. 
This means that up to Ten mil- 
lion more meals will be served 
between September and June. 

The United States spends 
hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars each year to provide food 
for hungry people throughout 
the world, and that is very fine 
and I do not object to that. 
But I feel that we have a duty 
to make certain that our own 
children, in Alabama and in 
other states, have ample meals 
so that each child will be pro- 
perly nourished and will not go 
hungry when he is ‘at school. 
A hungry child is in no posit- 
ion to try to learn. 

Just one year ago I pre- 
sided over hearings of the 
Subcommittee during which we 
proposed a bill to provide e- 
mergency funding to keep the 
school meal program going 
This bill was approved by the 
Senate in almost record time. 
It is my hope that Congress 
will take speedy action onthese 
new proposals so that they 
might become effective when 
school starts this fall. 


Good health means that the 


steady health of the body is 
maintained, When we overin- 
dulge, whether it’s smoking, 
drinking, or eating, the body’s 
equilibrium is thrown off bal- 
ance and it's well being af- 
fected. The toll it takes de- 


pends upon what we do, and 
how often, and how many years 
we do it. The American Can- 
cer Society, for example, 
points out that if you are now 
30 years of age you can ex- 
pect to live to be 73.9 years 
as a nonsmoker, 68.4 years 
if you are a pack-a-day sm-~- 
oker, and 65,8 if you are a two 
pack a day smoker. If your 
present age is 45, as a non- 
smoker you can expect to live 
to age 75; but if you smoke 
a pack a day, it is 70 years, 
and two packs a day; 68 years 
Physical Activity 

People who live a long life 
are physically active. To live 
many years requires that bod- 
ily needs are met, Thetissues 
of the body need activity in 
order to remain healthy and 
function effectively -- other- 
wise they will atrophy. Re- 
search studies, for example, 
indicate exercise canhelp keep 
your heart fit. It can contribute 
to a lower blood pressure, 
slower heart rate, and a lower 
blood cholesterol level. Daily 
physical activity, it is believed 
whether it is walking, jogging, 
hunting, fishing, tennis, or 
some other sport or activity, 
will add years toyour life. You 
can’t sit and be fit. 

Dawson’s theory of “Survival 
of the fittest” applies to humans 
as well as to the animals 
in the forests. But eventhough 
heredity is important and 
accident and illness always 
make a life a risky proposit- 
ion, you can still control a big 
part of your destiny. 


Among the many new groundrules in this year’s clec- 
tion is a tax “loophole” that politicians, especially, will 
be watching closely.

Giant Business And Giant 


Government Spell 


Disaster For Small Business 


Giant Business and giant gov- 
ernment scratch each other’s 
backs and the result is dis- 
aster for both small business 
and the consumer, Sen. John 
Sparkman said today. 

In a speech prepared for 
delivery to the Alabama Tire 
dealers and Retreaders Asso- 
ciation, Sparkman, top ranking 
Democrat on the Senate Small 
Business Committee, said that 
businesses and giant govern- 
ment are supposed in some 
textbook theories to balance 
each other’s power in the pu- 
blic interest. He said this was 
often not the case. 

Government action often nar- 
rows the range of choices in 
the market and reduces the 
number of competing bus- 
inesses, affecting the consumer 
adversely, according to Spark- 
man, 

Small business and the con- 
sumer, two vital segments of 


our society, need each other, 
Sparkman said. 

Consumers need small bus- 
iness. Small business needs 
consumers who are consumers. 
All of us are consumers first 
and whatever else we are 
second. We can’t be anything 
else, we can’t even survive 
unless we first meet our phy- 
sical, human needs as con- 
sumers. 

“Now I happen to believe 
that no instrument devised by 
the mind of man has ever 
produced or ever can produce 
more and better goods and ser- 
vices for consumers that the 
free, competitive worker: The 
free enterprise system,” he 
said. “And I also believe that 
the backbone of the system 
in America is small business. 
Therefore, it seems obvious 
to me there is nothing we 
consumers can do to help our 
own interests more than to 
protect small business. 


Barrage of Legislation 


Inevitably in an election 
year Congress is barraged with 
legislation that, onthe surface, 
appears to be needed. No one 
wants to be classified as a 
“bad buy’’ because he votes 
against a bill which would ap- 
pear to help the majority of 
Americans. In reality, if we 
scrape off the surface prom- 
ises and look deeply into the 
matter, we find that some leg- 
islation is ‘‘bad’’ and is in- 
troduced merely to buy votes. 

Such a misleading bill was 
introduced in the House last 
week and was soundly defeated 
men. I am referring to the 
“Emergency Community Fa- 
cilities and Public Investment 
Act of 1972"’ which I voted 
against. 

This politically - oriented 
bill was supposed to authorize 
the Department of Housing and 
Urban- Development (HUD) to 
make contracts up to $5 bil- 
lion in grants to state and local 
governments for water and 
sewerage systems and other 
similar facilities, and to re- 
duce unemployment in the con- 
struction industry. 

The facts are: HUD Secre- 
tary George Romney was op- 
posed to the bill. He said pro- 
jects proposed under the bill 
would likely be ‘‘hastily plann- 
ed and environmentally damag-

ing.’’ This bill would NOT re- 
duce unemployment in the por- 
tion of the construction 
industry that would construct 
these sewer and water systems 
because these workers are al- 
most totally employed, and 
there are not, at this time, 
enough workers or equipment 
to even start to complete the 
grandiose projects the bill set 
forth. Furthermore, the much 
needed sewer and water pro- 
jects have already been funded 
under two other federal pro- 
grams, the Revenue Sharing 
Bill and the Water Pollution 
Bill, both passed earlier this 
year. Were we, as members 
of Congress, supposed to give 
more of the taxpayers hard 
earned money to supposedly 
complete these projects which 
were already funded? 

I believe this misleading 
piece of legislation was intro- 
duced by the majority party 
to further unbalance the bud- 
get, create duplicate federal 
functions and place the admin- 
istration in the undesirable 
position of being against 
sewage treament and FOR pol- 
lution - - just so these same 
congressmen could get votes. 
But, as | said, one can expect 
such tactics inan election year. 

As to the portion of the bill 
which said it would reduce un- 
employment inthe construction 


industry, to say that we are 
going to supply instantaneous 
jobs with these particular pro- 
jects, is the usual ludicrous 
pier-in-the-sky political cry 
of an election year where some 
unscrupulous politicians pro- 
mise the people everything and 
give them nothing. 

In addition, congressmen 
must consider where the money 
to fund the great-sounding pro- 
ject would come from. We al- 
ready havea huge budget deficit 
and are nearing the end of an- 
other year with perhaps up- 
wards of a $30 billion deficit. 
We have a $450 billion debt 
and more piling up. I do not 
see how we could afford the 
additional expenditures. 

Summing up, passage of this 
bill would have been totally 
unnecessary because the pro- 
grams outlined have already 
been funded; it would contri- 
bute to inflationary trends in 
the construction industry in 
particular and the economy in 
general; and would not neces- 
sarily alleviate the unemploy- 
ment situation in the country; 
and the bill was not properly 
researched before it was sent 
to the House for passage. In 
short, it was a ‘‘bad’’ bill. 

Incidentally, this is the 
first major piece of legisla- 
tion that the House has voted 
down this year.

In the three or 
four years that have passed 
since then, everyone that has 
had any contact with Mr. Hick- 
man has had an unexplainable 
admiration and perhaps a little 
envy of him. Without a doubt 
he is one of the best, if not 
the best, masters of discipline 
ever to come to Elba High. 
Not once did he ever raise his 
voice in anger atanyone, Sure, 
he did get annoyed when some- 
one goofed around and ran 
their mouth, and he’d yell then, 
but all the time you had the 
feeling, that it was a good na- 
tured yell. Maybe that does- 
n;t make sense - I guess to 
really understand it you'd have 
to be in the band. 

Truly, Mr. Hickman and us 
went through a lot together. 
I know the people of Elba 
got tired of buying stuff from 
us that went to pay for our 
various expenses. We've had 
new uniforms that cost better 
than a hundred dollars apiece 
(the plumes for the hats were 
eight dollars - over eight hun- 
dred dollars for feathers!) 
more new instruments than 
anyone would care to count 
a really expensive tape record- 
er that was. stolen and hasn’t 
been found yet. and most of 
all, about five very impressive 
marching contests, at which we 
walked off with honors we nev- 
er dreamed possible. The 
Peach Bowl Marching Contest 
one of the perhaps half-dozen 
nationwide contests of its type, 
showed what a bunch of dumb 
kids from a small town like 
ours can do, given someone 
like Mr. Hickman to direct 


us. ; 

And now - he’s gone. No 
more will we hear the deft 
but oh-so true sarcasm we 
have learned to expect. Never 
again the exhilirating surge of 
satisfaction that comes after 
a job well done on the grid- 
iron. No more hours of what 
at the time, we thought was 
useless practice. Practice 
always paid off, although you 
couldn’t convince us of that 
while we were sweating our- 
selves to death. 

No more will we feel the 
pure joy of getting our occas- 
ional standing ovation due to 
the directorship of this man. 
It was really incredible, the 
control he’had over all of us. 
Things that a student wouldn’t 
even consider doing for another 
teacher we would seldom ques- 
tion when it came from him. 
He was really close to us, 
especially the lovely ladies 
that make up our majorettes 
and color guards. They, esp- 
ecially, will miss him. 

He was a master at crowd 
psychology. His pep talks 
had an amazing influence onus. 
Several times when we were 
ready to give up he gave us 
the incentive to go on. 

Of course, he was only 
human. He had his faults. 
But many times over he made 
up for them by the achieve- 
ments he got with us. If 
you don’t believe me just come 
look a. our trophy case some- 
times. 

He always said that it was 
us who got the awards. True, 
but they were as much his 
as ours, for truly, without 
him, none of them would’ve 
been possible. The people 


of Elba have taken him for, 


granted too much - - maybe 
someday he will get the re- 
cognition he really deserves. 


He, Professor Dixon, and per- 


haps four other teachers a 
coaches have done more for 
Elba than any other people, 
Without, a doubt, he did more 
for the band than any other 
so far, and quite possibly more 
than anyone else ever shall, 
There are people who will back 
me up when I say he is at 
least the bes} high school dir- 
ector in the state. 

I know there are people who 
don’t come anywhere close to 
agreeing with me. Well, that’s 
o. k. Even they've got to admit 
he did a pretty good job with 
us. 

Anyone, given the proper 
training and a bit of inborn 
talent, can direct a band, But 
it takes a real man to do what 
he did with us. Not that we 
were perfect but we really str- 
ove for it. We wouldn’t have 
done that for anyone else. 

I remember one incident in 
particular that pretty well 
showed what most of us thought 
of Mr. Hickman. It was aftetge 
the Selma Marching Contest 
(which we did’t do a very good 
job in, but we came away with 
all superiors and_an excell- 
ant anyway). When the scores 
were announced and the usual 
amount of hysteria broke loose 
necks were hugged, and tears 
that were part of the Marching 
Tigers had subsided a little, 
some of us boys hoisted Mr. 
Hickman on our shoulders and 
carried him about halfway to 
the busses. That little esca- 
pade isn’t really unusual, since 
it happens pretty frequently. 
But here’s the big difference - 
we really meant it. I didn’t 
see any other bands doing it. 

All that’s over now, and we 
in the band have to face that 
sad fact. Mr. Hickman was 
respected, admired, even 
loved, probably by some - 
but now, he will be missed. 
Long after we leave EHS, the 
Marching Tigers of 1969-72 
will have fond, if painful mem- 
ories of Mr. Hickman. 

God Bless you, Mr. Bill 
Hickman. We wish all the 
luck in the world with your 
new band. We'll be seeing 
you. But please, above all, 


remember us, the band that 
gave more to you than any 
band you shall ever have.

I notice that we have an 
increase in white fringed bee- 
tles in Coffee County. Last 
fall I noticed some beetles 
in two fields east of Enterprise. 
The adults feed heavy on fol- 
iage. They crawl and cannot 
fly. Consequently, they are 
found in relatively small areas 
where they first locate, but they 
gradually move into other 
areas. 

I talked with Dr. Roy Led- 
better, our insect specialist 
at Auburn, conerning the white 
fringed beetle. He said that 
as long as we have Chlordane 
we have a good chance of keep- 
ing the white fringed beetle 
under control. Chlordane is 
disked in at or before planting 
at five pounds technical per 
acre broadcast. Adult beetles 


can be treated by using DDT. 


Of course, DDT will not pe 
used after this year. Then the 
Chlordane treatment at or 


before planting will become’ 


more important.
